Resolutions 
Adopted 
Mass Meeting Held 
At Hankow.

SHANGHAI, 
May 
28.—Foreign 
residents 
of 
Hankow, 
at a mass 
m eeting, have 
adopted 
resolutions 
dealing with the Shantung 
bandit 
outrage and with general unrest in 
China. 
They urge that the foreign 
governm ents insist that the Chinese 
governm ent 
immediately 
withdraw 
Its troops, representatives and inter­ 
mediaries from Lineheng, and that 
^the foreign lagations take up negotia­ 
t i o n s with the bandits for the immed­ 
iate release of the captives, holding 
the Chinese government responsible 
for any liabilities incurred in the set 
tlem ent, and punishing the authori­ 
ties who permitted such an outrage 
in tho district under their control. 
The Hankow residents also seek 
“disbandment 
and disarmament 
of 
Euperflous Chinese troops, with the 
support of armed foreign forces if 
necessary.” 
Protection of main trunk railways 
by a gendarmerie officered by fore­ 
igners is believed an excellent sug­ 
gestion. 
Immediate adoption of this 
plan is urged. 
To 
protect 
foreigners 
residing 
around Chickwanshan 
and Ruling, 
the continued presence of big* war­ 
ships at Hankow and Kiukiang

urged, so that volunteers

By the Associated I ’recs 
BERLIN, May 28.—Germany’s new 
reparations program, as it is now 
outlined will literally be constructed 
from “the ground up,” for It will rest 
primarily 
on 
a nation 
wide 
real 
estate mortagage. 
What 
promises 
to 
become 
the 
greatest hypothecation of land in the 
history of economics, will eventually 
encompass every square inch of Ger­ 
man soil, which will be made to pay 
tribute to Germany’s former foes for 
a period of 30 years. 
The assessm ent will be on a basis 
cf fifty per cent of the present gold 
values. 
Five hundred million gold 
marks annually will flow into 
the 
Reich’s reparations melting pot from 
this source during 
the 
first 
few 
years. 
The ultimate 
yearly 
total 
will approximate one billion 
gold 
marks, the increase depending upon 
the promptness with which metropol­ 
itan real estate can be subjected to 
the mortgaging process. 
A beginning will be made with the 
agricultural lands and the physical 
properties of the industrialists. 
The plan for the great mortgage is 
the most important point in the pro­ 
gram of the German league of indus­ 
trialists as submitted to Chancellor 
Cuno for the perusal of the govern­ 
ment.

ROADS PREPARED TO 
HANDLE TRAFFIC 


WASHINGTON, 
May 
28.—Rail­ 
roads not onh are meeting maximum 
transportation requirements of ship­ 
pers at present, R. H. Aishton, pres­ 
ident of the American Railway Asso­ 
ciation, declared today before 
the 
interstate commerce commission, but 
are buying and repairing equipment 
on a scale guaranteeing their ability 
to meet such requirements even as 
they will be increased this fall and 
winter. The statement was made by 
Mr. Aishton as the first witness at 
hearings in the commission’s investi­ 
gation of the adequacy of 
railroad 
rolling stock. 
From January I to May 12 
Mr. 
Aishton said the railroads this year 
handled 17,029,946 cars of revenue 
freight as against 14,278,847 cars dur­ 
ing the same period last year. 
On 
May 12 he said, car shortage 
had 
practically disappeared. 
"While the railroads," Mr. Aishton 
said, "have been accomplishing this 
heavy loading they have at the same 
time been bringing about a substan­ 
tial re-locatlon of closed equipment 
to the west and northwest In antici­ 
pation of the crop 
movement this 
fall, and a substantial re-locatlon of 
open top equipment from the west 
to the east. 
"One 
difficulty confronting the 
railroads at this moment and 
not 
peculiar to the transportation indus­ 
try, but common to all industries, is 
a shortage of labor. Notwithstand­ 
ing this and other handicaps, 
the 
railroads have confidence 
that the 
‘program to provide adequate trans­ 
portation service in 1928. will be met 
and that other conditions being nor­ 
mal, the interruptions 
and 
annoy­ 
ances In the 
movement of 
traffic 
brought about by abnormal condi­ 
tions prevailing in the past twelve 
months will be in a large measure 
overcome."
